And in particular for ferting 
over us a Pesfon from whole Piety, exemplary 
Zeal, and finecre AffeGtion to our prefent bappy 
Eftablifhment in Church and State, we may ex- 
pect the greateft Benefits to this County: And we 
promife ia ous feveral Stations to ufe our beft En- 
deavouts for maintaining the Publick Peace. 

We are aftonifhed to bear that any of our Fel- 
low Subjeéts fhould be fo ungrateful as to combine 
againft your Majefty’s Government, and fo bafe as 
to imagine that their Porpofes might be effected 
without Sufpicion, only becaufe they bad been un- 
dertaken without Provocation. Your Majefty’s 
Vigilance, happy for them as well as us, bath pre- 
vented the Execution of their Projcf&s, We are 
confirmed in thefe Seotiments by our Experience 
of your Majefty’s Adminiftration, in the Defence of 
which we alt always thick it our 7 to engage 
with the utmot Chearfulnefs and Refolution, and 
fall not ceale to pray for your Majefty’s long and 
happy Reign over a quiet and a thankful People.

Smyrna, Jone 1. Ie is faid that the Ottoman 
Port undertook the Expedition to Malta at the Re- 
prefentations made by a certain Turk of DiftinGi- 
on, who happened to be taken Prifoner by the 
Malteze, was afterwards fet at Liberty. Ad- 
vice is received here from an Armenian Merchant, 
that the Ruffian Ambaffadour at I{pahan is killed 

the Rebels under the Command of the Cham 
oF Usbeck, called Miti-Weys, The Rapidity with 
which he has carried on bis wefts in Perfia 
has {tiered ap the Jealouly of the Ottoman Port, 
and fome Officers are difpatched after the Perfian 
Ambaffadoue lately at Conftantinople, in order to 
take from bie the rich Prefeots the Grand — 
had fent by him for the Sophi his Mafter. That 
Prince bas uofortunate in his Enterprizes 
againft the Rebels in the Proviace of Gousaffsn, 
not having been once ia a Condition to attack 
them in three Yeare time that he was in the Field 
againft them, fo that he was obliged to return to 
his Capital in May 1721, without executing his 
Defign : And at laff, attempting to give Battle to 


ty, of Corfairs of Algiers, 
Os Saturday and Yefterday arrived the Mails from and oh 


the Usbecks and other Rebels, they routed bim in- 
tircly, and forced bim to By bis Dominions. 

Rome, July 18. Letters from Sicily of the 7th 
Inftamt relate, that the Ottoman Fleet fill con- 
tinued at Cape Pafiaro, expedting a Reinforcement 
of more Ships of War and Traniports, The 15th, 
the Pope held a a ation of War, in which 
it was refolved that Orders fhould be fent to Ci- 
vita Vecchia for getting together a fufficient Num- 
ber of Scamen and Soldiers for arming the Pope's 
fix Gallics which are defigned to join the Maltese 
Gallies, and to convey into the Port of Malea 
the Italian Koighes of that Order; which is how- 
ever thought a very difficult Epeerprize, becaufe of 
the faperior Strength of the Turkifh Fleet. The 
Alarm was great and the Coun- 
‘try upon this Expedition of the Turks, that Or- 
dere were fent for all the Militia to be ready to 
draw out onthe firft Notice, for as to the regalar 
Troops of the Ecclefiaftical State they do not ex- 
ceed at this Time 600 effeGiive Meo. P. 8. We 
have juft received an Account by Letters from Si- 
cily of the pe per that the Turkifh Ficet in- 
creafed daily, wae then cruifing in the Channel 
of Malta; but ic wae judged, that either their Mea- 
fures had been difconcerted by the Difcovery of a 


Conlnes in their favour on the Ifland of Maita, 
or that they were waiting fill for a further Rein- 
forcement.

Vienna, Jaly 29. The Governour of Syraculs

To which 
the Governour retatned Anlwer, * That he wae 
* not ignorant of the Peace and Friendfhip fub-

* asto their Demand, he could only allow them to 
* take io frefh Water, nor could he do more till be
